addresses packed the large floor and 
the two balconies to their utmost.

Gov. and Mrs. W. T. Durbin, but for 
some reason they failed to reach the 
city, although they notified the lo:a! 
committee that they certainly would 
be here.

MS. ELLISON'S ADDRESS. 


The latter, who is an ex-senator 


and who is now chairman of Hie ex-

ing by giving a history of the state 
conference of charities and correction 
during its ten years of existence. 


Ivlr. Ellison in his address said: 
"There has been but one elcxacn 


that the board and the forces enlisted 
in the work has at all times been 
compelled to fight. That element i 
the 'spoils' politician. 
There ha 


been no desire to compromise witl1 


him. 
He must either be crushed o 


most of the efforts to better condi 
lions will prove of little avail.

Following the public meeting a re- 


ception was tendered the delegates 
and visitors at the Oliver hotel, the 
reception committee consisting of 
South Bend's leading society women, 
Sessions will be held today and 
Thursday at the Oliver hotel and au- 
ditorium and court house. 


A statistical report will be made 


to the convention covering the nine 
months ended on July 31. 
The 


figures show that during this period 
the slate institutions cost the state- 
Si, 048,.966.2T for regular running 
expenses and $186,589.39 for con- 
structive and extraordinary repairs, 
a total of $1,235,555.66. Deducting 
from this the receipts and earnings 
turned 
into the state 
treasury. 


amounting to $91,879,79, the net 
cost to the state is shown to have 
been $1.143,075.87. 
For the same 


peiiod in the preceding year the net 
cost to the state amounted to $1.232. 
908.78, indicating a decrease for th^ 
year of $89,232.91. 
This is largely 


in the cxpctidituics for construction 
and extraordinary repairs, the regu- 
lar running expenses of the institu- 
tions, notwithstanding the increased 
cost of supplies, being practically clic 
same as for the year before. 


There has been an increase in pop- 


ulation at each of the insane hos- 
pitals, the school for feeble minded 
youth, the state prison and the re- 
form school for boys, while at the 
soldiers' home, the soldiers' and sail- 
ors' orphans* home, 
institution for 


deaf, institution for the blind and the 
Indiana reformatory there has bsc:i 
a decrease.

An interesting bit of gossip from 


Washington has it that the ship 
subsidy grab will readily pass both 
branches of congress at the coming 
session and be promptly vetoed by 
President Roosevelt, 
It has been 


thought far less certain that the sub- 
sidy job could get through the senate 
than through the hands of the presi- 
dent. However, if there is any rea- 
son to believe the president would 
veto the iniquitous measure it is a 
consoling prospect to the country. 


The department of agriculture has 


just promulgated its October report. 
This is the most important crop 
statement of the year, as it presents 
the estimates of the entire grain out- 
put for the current twelve month. 
The figures, compared with thos-3 of 
the actual -harvest of 1901, are as 
follows: 
Total wheat, 1901, 644,- 


835.000 bushels; 1900, 522,229,505 
bushels. 
Total corn, 1901, 1,343,- 


385,000 bushels; 1900, 2,105,102,316 
bushels. 
Total oats, 1901, 060,757,- 


000 bushels; 1900, 809,125,989 bush- 
els. 
These reports show that the 


wheat crop this year has been er- 
ceeded but once—in 1898. when it 
was 675,148,705 bushels—while tho 
corn crop is the smallest since 1894, 
when it was 1,212,770,000 bushels. 
The yield of oats for 1901 is smaller 
than it has been in any year s>ince 
1893, when it was 638,854,850 bush- 
els. 
In 1890 it was only 023,621,- 


000 bushels. 


The latest census report dealing 


with ths sex cf the country's popula- 
tion shows that the males exceed the 
females, but that in the last ten 
years the female population 
has 


grown at a slightly faster rate than 
has the male. 
It is characteristic o: 


all new countries to have more males 
than females, but as tho country 
grows older the excess grows smaller 
until finally the females exceed the 
jnales. 
This rule even holds good in 


our own country, for the eleven states 
out of the forty-five that show an 
excess of females over males are all 
on the Atlantic seaboard and are all 
states which have long been settled.

The re- 
port praises the hopeful and cheerful 
way in which these poor people re- 
sign themselves to their fate and 
points out that such contentment can 
thrive only on. a comfortable mode 
of living and good treatment. Sur- 
geon Gofer reports that he made care- 
ful inquiries as to the chances of the 
infection of the clean people working 
among the lepers and that the gen- 
eral opinion was that in time they 
would become lepers.

ten years, however, only ten clean 
residents have become lepers. 
The 


board of health has initiated a new 
system for 
preventing 
the lepers 


and their relatives and friends from 
embracing and kissing each other by 
marching tho visitors immediately 
from the steamer landing to a corral 
with a double fence.

are compelled to remain inside this 
inclosurc and 
the lepers gather 


around and talk through the bars.

condition. 
Following 


the call of states came a discussion 
on practical banking questions. 


A, B. Stockey, • president of the 


Chicago 
Great -Western 
Railway 


company, was then introduced and 
read an interesting paper on "The- 
Medium of Exchange in the Banking 
Function.' 


Various resolutions wliich were in- 


troduced yesterday and referred to 
the executive council were adopted 
toy the convention today 'after "being 
approved by the council. 
These in- 


•eluded resolutions asking congress 
to repeal the war revenue act relat- 
ing to stamps; legislation for the 
punishment of anarchists; the return 
of drafts, checks, etc., where stamps 
liave 'been redeemed; indemnifying 
senders of unsigned certificates wliich 
•may have 'been stolen. 


Chairman Tracy, of the commit- 


tee on uniform laws, recommended 
an appropriation for the furtherance 
of the work in connection with secur- 
ing nn improvement in the laws af- 
fecting 
banking1 interests. 
This 


was referred to the executive council, 


THE M'KINLEY MEMORIAL. 
Myron T. Herrick, -of 'Cleveland, 


introduced the following resolution: 


"Whereas, An association has been 


formed, -known as the McKinley 
•Memorial association, for the pur- 
pose of erecting suitable memorials 
in Canton and Washington for the 
purpose of commemorating the life 
nnd deeds of our beloved and mar- 
tyred president, therefore, be it 


"Resolved, 
That tho American. 


Bankers' association, through 
its 


members here assembled, earnestly 
•commend this project and desire to 
aid in furthering this project to n 
successful culmination, and to this 
end requests the members of tlie as- 
sociation to receive subscriptions at 
their respective banking houses and 
transmit the funds received to Myron 
T. Herrick, treasurer of the McKin- 
ley Memorial association, at Cleve- 
land, Ohio." 


The resolution was unanimously 


approved by -the convention -and re- 
ferred to the executive council. 


SECRETARY GAGE SPEAKS. 
A feature of today's session was 


•the address delivered by Lyman J. 
Gage, secretary of the treasury. 
Mr. 


Gage expressed 
the 
opinion that 


"there is too close an intimacy be- 
tween the government's finance and 
our commercial affairs," but he add- 
ed that "it is a comfort and satisfac- 
tion to note that at the present mo- 
ment the injurious effect cf such in- 
timacy appears to be at a. minimum." 
The speaker urged that the present 
is a most propitious time for enact- 
ing- reasonable reforms in the cur- 
rency and banking laws. In con- 
clusion he said: 


"Permit me to summarize into sev- 


eral brief propositions an expression 
of iny own. financial convictions. 


"First. I believe it to bo most de- 


sirable that the demand liabilities of 
the government, known as the legal 
tender notes, should be put in the 
way of retirement and cancellation. 


"Second. I believe that this can 


be accomplished without any burden 
of interest cost to the public treas- 
ury. 


"Third. I believe that our system 


of bank note circulation can be and 
ought to be so modified as to make, 
it more responsive to commercial and 
industrial 
requirements 
without 


any increase 
of risk 
to the bill 


holder. 


"Fourth. I bolieve that 
beyond 


acting as a guardian and trustee for 
tho people in relation, to national 
banks, the government guaranty to 
•"bank note issues should cease. 


"Fifth. 
I believe that the public 


money in 
excess of a reasonable 


•working balance for tioily use should 


be deposited in national banks. Tha 
a simple and safe system of distr. 
bution of funds can be devised 
have nn doubt. 


"Sixth. I believe that iu period 


of national peace and prosperity th 
public revenue should be somewha 
in excessof public expenditure an> 
that the surplus revenue should b 
applied to the reduction df the publi 
itebt." 


After presenting some statistica 


farts showing 
the present 
stronj 


and satisfactory condition of the na 
lional finances, Mr. Gage in conclu 
sicn said: 


''Looked at from tho standpoint o: 


true statesmanship, it would appeal 
that the present is thQ most prop! 
tinus hour in all our history and as 
favorable as any period we may -hope 
for in the future, to enter upon rea- 
sonable and judicious measures to 
eliminate all elements of financia"

New York, Oct. 15.—'According to 


the dispatch, to the Journal and Ad- 
.vertiser from Sofia -further word has 
come from Miss Stone in the follow- 
ing letter, written from Maeedona, to 
W. "W. Peet, treasurer of the Turkish 
mission in Contantinbple: 


"My Honored Friend—I write to 


inform you that 'on the 3rd of Sep- 
tember i was captured by a great 
arumlbsr of armed men—some forty— 
as I traveled-from Bansko to Dlu- 
maale, with about twelve teachers, 
students and others. 


"They took with <me for my com- 


panion. Mrs. Catherine Tsilka. * The 
Teason why they captured us Is for 
a ransom. The price which they de- 
mand for us is 25,000 pounds, 
Turkish, which sum must 'be paid in 
^Id^X, JT^s entirely without the 
knowledge of -the Turkish and Bul- 
garian governments, within the term 
of eighteen 'days from today. 


"The condition of Mrs. Tsilka de- 


cided the limit, as she is to give birth 
to a-child^m -three months. 


"We are pursued by a Turkish 


army. I 'beg 'Dr. Haskell himself to 
go to Constantinople and exert him- 
self for the payment of the ransoni;at 
Samalcov, where men will receive it 
on presenting an order from me. 


"The men who captured us at first 


showed, loourtesy and 'consideration to- 
ward us, but now, since Turkish sol- 
diers and Bashibazouks have begun 
to pursue us and the ransom is de- 
layed our condition is altogether 
changed. 


•"Therefore, I ibe'g you to hasten 


sending the ransom demanded and 
that as energetically as possible you 
will present to the Turkish 'govern- 
ment that it stop the pursuit of us 
by soldiers and Bashibazouks, other- 
wise we shall .be killed by the people 
in whose ihands we are. I pray you 
to communicate rwithout delay the 
contents of this letter to 'the represen- 
tative off the United States at the 
Porte and request his most serious co- 
operation.

Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 15.—Thfe par- 


eats of Madame Tsilka, tlie Bulgar- 
ian teacher who was captured by 
brigands with Miss Ellen M. Stone, 
the American missionary, have re- 
ceived another letter from their 
daughter, urging the step already 
taken, namely, stopping the military 
pursuit, 
because 
the 
brigands 


threaten the prisoners with immedi- 
ate death in the event of danger to 
themselves. 


The writer says that she and Miss 


Stone are hidden in a subterranean 
retreat and are treated courteously. 


She also says the only means of 


securing their release is to pay the 
ransom demanded. 


East Liverpool, Ohio, Oct. 14.—A 


large reservoir, containing 10,000,- 
000 gallons of water, burst yesterday 
md caused great damage. No lives 
were lost, but a score of people had 
narrow escapes. The money loss will 
reach probably §150,000. 


The reservoir, which is owned by 


the city and which was completed 
only a few days ago, was filled yes- 
terday morning for iihe first time. 
It was taxed to its utmost capacity 
when the ibreak occurred. A gang of 
laborers was laying pipes in a ditcli 
near the wall which gave way and 
ail miraculously escaped death. The 
basin i* located 500 feet above the 
pumping station, on the highest 
in. the city. A number of houses are 
located on' the hillside between the 
reservoir and thfe city proper. 


RUSH OF WATER. 


When the wall gave way the waiter 


shot down the incline with a mighty 
roar. The noise warned t'iie occu- 
pants of the endangered houses, -who 
rushed to a place of safety in time 
to save themselves. Several children 
were playing in a road directly in the 
pathway of the torrent, but, though 
caughet by a portion of the rushing 
water, were rescued. Dozens of large 
trees were torn fVom their roots and 
carried down the hillside with light- 
ning rapidity, being jammed with 
terrific force against the walls of the 
Harker Pottery company plant. The 
main building with several smaller 
structures was badly wrecked. 


MUCH DAMAGE DONE. 


Two large kilns and sheds were 


dashed to pieces, and $25,000 worth 
of ware ruined. The tracks of the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad 
-were .covered with thousands of tons 
of debris, and traffic is blocked. The 
street car line, running parallel with 
the railroad, suffered severely, and 
traffic on a half-mile of the track has 
ibeen abandoned. The pumping sta- 
tion was in the direct path of the 
flood and filled with wreckage, which 
so damaged the engines that they 
cannot be used. Several houses were 
moved from their foundations, out- 
buildings carried away, and a number 
of cars on a side track overturned. 
The loss is estimated at 8100,000 to 
$150,000. 


G-alion, Ohio, Oct. 15.—The vault o£ 


the Farmers' and Citizens' bank at 
Tiro, a small town near here, was 
wrecked early this morning by sis 
robbers, who secured the contents 
and escaped. 


It is said the vault contained ?40,- 


000. The cracksmen used nitre-gly- 
cerine. The doors of the vault were 
blown completely off and the build- 
ing partially demolished. The terri- 
fic explosion awoke the people of the 
town. All who approached the bank 
however, were driven away by the 
robbers, who were armed with rifles. 


Hayor McConhell attempted to en- 


ter the bank, but was fired upon by 
the robbers and compelled .to retreat. 


IOWA BANK CRACKED. 


Mason City, Iowa, Oct. 15.—The 


safe of the bank at Rudd, a village 
sixteen east of here, was blown with 
dynamite by robbers last night and 
$1,500 in currency secured. The 
robbers escaped on a handcar and la- 
ter took to the woods.

DANGER POINT NOT PASSED 


RESTLESS AMD INCLINED TO DE-

Latest information obtainable from 


the bedside of Congressman Bobinson 
is to the effect that while the patient 
is very seriously ill, he is making a 
sturdy fight against the ravages of 
typhoid lever, from which, he ihas 
been sufferingNfor more than, three 
weeks. 


During the morning hours several 


very alarming reports concerning- Mr. 
Robinson's condition, gained currency 
upon the streets, but tbe statement of 
Dr. Drayer this afternoon, is mors re- 
assuring*. 


"I have not seen Mr; Robinson 


since morning," said Dr. Ifrayer, 
:'but at that time, considering the 
serious nature of the disease, he vras 
doing very -welll At 9 "o'clock this 
morning the pulse was 92, and tem- 
perature 103 1-5. He is somewhat 
restless and slightly inclined to de^ 
lirium at times. There ihas been no 
hemorrhage since Saturday night." 


Asked as to how soon the crisis in 


the disease was likely to 'be reached, 
Dr..Drayer replied: 


"I should regard Mr. Robinson as 


in danger for another week yet." 


It -was late Saturday night that the 


condition of ffche patient took a turn 
for the worse, marked by one or two 
complications that added.to the ssr- 
iousness of the case. There-was at 
that time a hemorrhage from tfie 
bowels, .but it was not especially ex- 
tensive, and as indicated by Dr. 
Drayer's statement today there fcaS 
been no indication of a recurrence of 
this rtouble as yet. He passed a fair- 
ly good day Sunday and ia the even- 
ing his condition was more encourag- 
ing. Dr. M. F. Porter was in consul- 
tation with Dr. Drayer in the case 
Sunday.

Constantinople, Oct. 12.—Since the 


brigands who abducted Miss Stone

Stone, hence the American desire to 
try and negotiate for the payment of 
a ransom. 
It is hoped th2s will re- 


sult an the release of Miss Stone in 
a few days. 


The officials of the United States 


legation are much, -gratified at the 
Russian action in the matter. The 
Russian ambassador, I. A. Zinovieff, 
is supporting the American demands 
and the steps taken by the secretary 
of the United States legation, Spen- 
cer Eddy, in every way possible. 


BULGARIA INO>IG-BTANT. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 12.—An official

taught to ask for lemon or vanilla 
flavoring for the alleged reason tha 
those syrups were less liable than 
others to adulteration, will be sur 
prised at the assertion that there i 
no extract for which substitutes ar 
more often use'd than vanilla. Thi 
is said on the authority of the Massa 
chusetts board of health. 


The true vanilla bean costs froi 


o $16 per pound, and were ther 


no substitute it could not be used s 
freely and extensively as at presen 
Vanillin, the active property of th 
extract, can be made from other sub 
stances at a cost of about ?2 per gal 
Ion. The artificial compound is chem 
ically identical "with the vanilli 
found in the true vanilla extract an 
therefore has come to be used exten 
sively 'by manufacturers &nd dealer; 
It has been made for commercial pui 
poses from turpentine, but more cat 


WHY THE -MILK TUBtfTS SOUK. 
It is well known that sweet milk 


will turn suddenly sour during a 
hunder storm and the fact is recog- 
nized that lig-htning is the cause of 
;he .change. Few, ihowevfir, linder- 
itand why this phenomenon, occurs. 
It is not always the lig-htning that 
causes it, for the heat before the 
storm is often great enough to make 
:he milk ferment. 
But lightning can, and sometimes 


does' make milk turn sour by its ac- 
tion on the air. Air, as everybody 
knows, is composed of two gases- 
oxygen and nitrogen—but thess-gases 
are mixed together, not combined. 
Lightning, however, makes the gasea 
combine -in the air through which it 
passes and this combination, produces 
nitric acid, some of which mixes with 
the milk and turns it sour. 
- 


Perhaps it might be well to explain. 


;he chemical difference between miz> 


and combining. When, different 


ingredients are put together without 
their 
undergoing 
any 
chemical 


change they are mixe'd, as, for ex- 
ample, grains of sand of 
various 


colors may be mixed in a -bottle. But 
when the property of each, ingredient 
is altered by the union, there is a 
combination, as, for example, water 
poured on quicklime, which combines 
with it, so that the-property of each 
is altered. 


Thus it is that lightning makes the

WANT 20,000 LADY BUGS ; 


South, African Farmers Need 


Them to Stop Invasion of In- J 
sects. 


;Send us 20,000 lady bugs," came 


hissing over the cable from South 
Africa a few days ago. To the oper 
ator who took the dispatch it read 
like a joke or a queer code message 
but it was neither. The country is 
really threatened by a far worse 
enemy than shock-headed burghers 
who shoot straight, and lady bags 
are to be used to repel the invasion 
The enemy is a particularly injurious 
nsect which has suddenly overrun 
South Africn, to the horror of the 
farmers and the consternation of the 
entomologists, who can find no means 
of destroying the pests. 


In their extremity the farmers ap- 


pealed to Professor Lounsbury, the 
ifficial British entomologist of South 
Africa, who cabled to F, C. Tobey, of 
Vest Stockbridge^ for a supply of 
ady bugs. All the children of West 
Jtockbridge, and for miles around, 
are now hunting for lady bugs. They 
have organized hunting parties and 


re searching- hill and valley and 
orest for the little red insect. Lady 
lugs are not easy to find, but the 
South. Africans are willing to pay a 
good price .for them, and with th» 
tiinulus of a money reward the hunt 
*oes on apace. 


But why the lady bug? Simply be- 
ause the little beetle is the deadly, 
ersisteut and. consistent enemy of 


insects that prey on crops. Imported 
o South Africa, her ladyship will 
ettle oh the pest that worries the 
armers and speedily be in a position 
o sing a paean of praise over the last 
uivering- enemy" to 
agricultural 


rogress. The lady bug's entire life 


passed in fighting farm pests, 


ountry children know this and al- 


ways are gentle to the kindly dis- 


osed -beetle. It seems to ignore all 
ersonal feeling in its eagjmess to 
elp the farmers and devours its own 
elatives as readily as perfect strang- 


Thus it will attack and kffl 


lister bugs, squash, bugs, cabbage 
ugs, weevils, bark-boring bugs, 
our beetles, bean beetles and cot- 
on bugs, all of which belong to the 
olcoptera order. "Its instinct for 
killing insects that infest crops is so 


een. that the lady bug lays her eggs 
mong plant lice. Some fine day later 
ie little lady bugs look out upon the 
•orld, discover the plant lice and 


make a meal of them to the very last 


tembers of the colony. 
A giant lady bug was imported to 
alifornia from Australia to cope 


with the insect whichrcauBed the cot- 
ony cushion on the grapes. In two 
ears the newcomer practically ex- 
erminated the scale insect. 
Well may South Africa send a wail 
cross the water for a supply of lady 
ugs. 
But the Berkshire farmers 


egard the matter in another light. 
They have enemies of '.their own, and 
o deprive them of their friends the 
ady bugs means destruction to their 
wn crops. They very naturally are 
rotesting- and the exportation of 
ady bugs may be stopped by law. 


LONDON'S BIG TB.ATFIC. 


The movement of the traffic in, the 


city of London proper, the center o; 
the financial activity of the world 
is suggetive. Although but a square 
mile in area, -with a day population 
of about 300,000 and a night popula- 
tion of but a tenth, of this, in a sin] 
day over a million and a quarter of 
people and 100,000 vehicles enter and 
eave its limits. 
The general street traffic is carried 


on by about 200 miles of tramways, 
nearly 150 lines of omnibuses and 
12,000 cabs. 
Internal communica- 


tion is also provided by two lines of 
underground railways, with suburb- 
an connections, and three deep-level 
oads operated electrically. Two lines 
•e under construction, six.more au- 
liorized, and parliamentary rights 
n-e sought by existing or new com- 
panies for thirteen railways or modi- 
fications or extensions thereof.—Engi- 
neering Magazine.

A STURDY YEOMAN PATRIOT. 
It was by a junior line of the f am 


ily that the William McKinley; 


1798 inherited the family home of 
the McKinley's of Dervock. And he 
was, as his forbears had been, a 
sturdy yeoman, tilling his acres, 
fearing his God, and fearing naught 
else. This William McKinley was a 
close friend of Henry Joy McCracken, 
eader of the Ulster "rebels," and an 
ardent admirer of .the Emmets, the 
Sheares, Lord Edward Fiiegerald and 
Wolfe Tone. When the great orga- 
zer was in France, plying- his quest 
for efficient French aid, the United 


ishmen of Ulster were among those 


who strained their eye, day by day,

PERSIA HIGH IN 'MINERALS. 


Consul General Oliver J. D. Hughes 


of Coburg, -writes that from a re- 
inble source he has just received an 
.nteresting account of the undevel- 
oped treasures in Persian soil. There 
are numerous petroleum fields, not 
one of -which is worked to any ex- 
tent, much less in a systematic way. 
The petroleum fields iu the provinces 
if Hazauderan, G-ilan, Chamsee, Her- 
man, Luristan and Arabistan are 
hrdly touched and render no profits 
worth mentioning. 
In those moun- 


tainous regions naphtha is also said 
to esist in considerable quantities 
Experts on this subject believe that 
the two cities, Sohab and Schuschter 
•would serve best as central stations 
from which to -work the fields. 


At present nearly all the .petroleum 


consumed In Asia and Africa (par- 
ticularly in Japan, China, India and 
Egypt) is furnished by the wells of 
Baku and 
Pennsylvania. 
Persian 


petroleum, with less costs for freight, 
could doubtless compete successfully 
in nearby countries. 


The rich Persian, coal veins are not 


m-operly appreciated. They cover 
•wide regions and are worked in 
very primitive way. 
There can be 


no doubt that if vertical and hori- 
sontal sh?,fts were driven into the 
veins and the water 
pumped out 


quantities of goad 
coal could be 


brought to the surface. The Persians 
dig unsupported shafts, 
not more 


than twenty or thirty feet deep, and 
abandon them as soon as the water 
makes the work difficult, reopening 
the vein at another spot. Only the 
surface coal is utilized. 


Copper, argentiferous lead, iron ore, 


arsenic, sulphur, cobalt, boras, tin 
and other minerals are also foun'd in 
large quantities in the Persian moun- 
tain districts. 
All these resources 


must re-main undeveloped so long as

a. m. with religious services at St 
Paul's Lutheran church. 
The ser- 


mon was delivered by Rev. Mattis C 
Bsnsen, D. D., of Chicago, president 
of the council. Communion was held 
at noon, after which a recess 
taken until 3 o'clock. 


The biennial report of President 


Ransen was delivered when the coun- 
cil reconvened. 


PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 


The president of the general coun- 


cil, Rev. M. C. Ransen, said in his an- 
nual report: 


The Lutheran church in America a 


century ago had only two synods, 
with a limited number of pastors and 
congregations, 
and 
about 25,000 


members. Today the number of pas- 
:ors and congregations in our land is 
many thousands; the membership 
counts up into millions. 


The general council constitutes 


considerable part of this vast army of 
Jntherans, and it is steadily grow- 
ng. 
The statistical report of synods and 
nstitutioiis contained the following 
figures: 


The total number of ministers is 


1,294, of congregations 2,023 and the 
•ommunicant 
members 
351,544. 


?here are 1,743 Sunday schools, with 
16,116 teachers and 214,846 scholars. 
?he total contributions for mission?, 
itc., amounts to $273,303. The Lhrss 
heological seminaries have 159 stu- 
dents and the property is value-i at 
§450,000, endowments being $248,- 
000. 
The six colleges have 2,017 


tudents, of whom 228 are preparing 
or the ministry. The total endow- 
ment is $331,000 and the value of the 
•roperty $665,000. 
At the two academies there are 2,- 
159 students, of whom S46 are pre- 
>aring for the ministry. There are 
'31 children at the orphans' homes, 
60 at the homes of the aged and 
275 patients in the seven hospitals, 
in. the deaconesses' institution are 
4,360. 
The total value of all the 


iroperty is S3,513,866—educational 
institutions, $1,176,561; charitable 
nstitutions, $2,337,305. 


The total endowment is $55i;500. 


The home mission board reported 
bhat the $72,000 debt had been paid; 
.he field had not been enlarged. 


Several of the missions ihave be- 
ome self-sustaining. 
There are in 


all twenty-two missions, with 2,336 
ommunicants, and an enrollment of 
2,840 in the Sunday schools. 


The total value of the property is 
173,750. The committee said if a 
ufficient church extension fund could 
ae raised the appropriation, ti the 
missions could be reduced coasidsr- 
ably and a dozen new missions bs 
tarted.

Report on Missions is Heard by the 


Session at Lima—Work in 


Porto Rico. 


Lima, Ohio, Oct. 11.—At th& bi- 


ennial session of the .grand council 
of the Lutheran 
church of North 


America today President Ransen held 
that secretaries should be elected 
from all the delegates in the conven- 
tion. The ballots were then prepared 
for both corresponding and recording 
secretaries in German, English, and 
Swedish. 


While the tallers were counting the 


vote Rev. Ashley Shager, of Phila- 
delphia, chairman of the board of 
foreign missions, read the biennial 
report, "which showed that missions 
are being carried on in India and 
Porto Rico. There are seven, princi- 
pal stations in India, all in the Mad- 
ras presidency. There are five mis- 
sionaries, more than..,,..one hundred 
:eachers and two native preachers. 
Arrangements are beingouade for the 
erection of a hospital .for women in 
he Rajatmundry 
and more .than 


!4,000 has been collected, by tire mis- 
sionary societies of Philadelphia. 
In 


:he -India missions thexe. are .more 
:han 5,000 Christians and .500 chil- 
dren attending Sunday, school, and 
more missionaries are , necessary to 
properly care for the wprk. 


The two papers published by the 
ioard, the Missionary Bate and the 
foreign Missionary, are in a prosper- 
ius condition. The .work in Porto 
Rico lias been carried on since 1899, 
when two men 
were -: sent 
there. 


?here are now three in the .field in 
San Juan and Catans. In the former 
in English, congregation has been 
irganized and in the latter church 
and Sunday schools are conducted in 
Spanish. Efforts are now being made

HISTORY OF TWENTY-THIED BATTERY. 


e Twenty-third battery, light artillery, 


ndiana volunteers, was rscruittd during 
he fall of 1362, and was mustered into 
ervlce at Indianapolis November 8, IS62, 
with James K. Myers, of Fort Wayne, as 
aptain. From this time until July, 1863, 
he battery was on duty at Indianapolis, 
or the most wart aiding in guarding the 
;onfeierase prisoners. 


In June a section of the battery accom- 


panied tha 
Seventy-first 
regiment on a 


brief exnedition to Monroe, Sullivan and 
Sreene counties to quell the disturbance in 
Shit quarter created hy the killing of gov- 
arnment er.rolling officers. 


July -1 General Eurnslde, commanding the 


department, ordered all the available troops 
then at Indianapolis to be sent to Ken- 
tucky. Intelligence had been received that 
i larje force of confederate cavalry under 
Gen. 
John H. Morgan had attacked Col. 


Moore's commind at Grsen Hivor bridge 
ind was marching on Louisville. 


WENT AFTER MORGAN. 


The Twenty-third 
battery, with 
other 


force,i, was sent to report to Gen. Boyle 
at Louisville. 
After Morgan had crossed 


the Ohio at Brandenburg into Indiana, the 
battery rendered good service in following 
him up, and ultimately helping to capture 
the raiders. 


It returned to Indianapolis and in Sep- 


tember was sent to Kentucky, becoming a 
part cf Gen. Wiilcox's division at Camp 
Kelson. It marched through southern Ken- 
tucky to Cumberland Gap. 
From there it 


moved to Hnos?ille &nd participated-in the 
campaign in the mountainous regions of 
cast Tennessee during the winter of, 18G3. 
This included the engagements at Knox- 
vilie and vicinity under Gen. Burnside, and 
the onaratlona from Morristown to Green- 
ville, from Ball's Can to Cumberland Gap 
and thence to Blain's Cross Roans. 


THE ATLANTA CAMPAIGN. 


In Kay, 1864, the Twenty-third was as- 


signed to the con.mand of Gen. Schofield 
and took part in the campaign against At- 
lanta. 
Later it moved northward through 


Georgia and middle Tennessee, engaging the 
enemy at Columbia and Franklin, Its next 


action was tin battle before Nashville aad 
then followed the pursuit of Hood. 


At Clifton, Tens., it was embarked on 


transports and proceeded to Cincinnati, ani 
thenci by rail to Washington, D. C. The 
battery next moved to 
Alexandria. Va., 


sailing from there to Wilmington, N. C. 
It next march*} to Goldsboro, Ealeigh aac 
Greensboro, participating in thf campaign 
made by Schoneld's forces lit that state. 


After the surrender of Johnston the bat 


tery was ordered to Indiana for muster out, 
It arrived at Indianapolis June 27, 1SG5, 
with three officers and 123 men, and was 
present at the reception given returned sol- 
diers June 30, when Governor Baker, Gen. 
Hovey and others made addresses.

Twenty-third waa mustered out July, 2, 


85.

Expert Accountant George D. Crane, 
f this cityji has just completed an 
lamination of the books of the de- 
unct Avilla bank and Mr. Crane says 
his researches made.it apparent that 
H. W. Leach had very little or no 
ash at all when, the institution 
pened its doors. -The indications'ore 
hat ,-bis business was done entirely 
upon depositors' money. 


It is also learned that Leach gave 
ertificates of deposit in settlement 
or the bank furniture and fixtures, 
nd it is evident that .these -were paid 
ut of the funds subsequently placed 
here by depositors. The books make 
t apparent, also, that when even 
mall drafts were sold early in the 
jank's career Leach at once remitted 
;he purchase money to protect 
the 


•afts, thus indicating that he 'bad 
i deposits of consequence with cor- 
espondents in Chicago. 
Another development which has a 
ueer look is that on several certifi- 
ates of deposit issued in the name 
f one Ensign, president of an Illinois 
ank, the handwriting of both the 
ace of the certificate and the endorse- 
ient are strikingly similar. Mr. 


Crane believes that if the writing 
ms not done, by one and the same 
ierson the two people who did the 
hirography must ihave sat very close 
ogether at writing school. The gen- 
ral outlook for the creditors of the 
nstitution does not improve.

Ever since a certain John Hether- 
ngton on January 15,1798, appeared 
n the Strand wearing, to quote a 
newspaper report of the period, upon 
his head "what he called a silk hat,

lie," the top hat which, to quote the 
Thunderer of the same date, was 
'destined to work a revolution in 
headgear," has been the headgear of 
he mighty, and in the case of Joseph 
Hume, the political reformer and fin- 
ancier, and some others, a mighty 
aeadgear. 
Joseph Hume, says the 


Globe, in one of its chatty Turnover, 
w-ho, when member of parliament for

leadpieces of celebrities which "were

Every year we race Germany for a 


cup that throws the "America" prize 
into the shade for beauty and value, 
and is raced for by a big fleet of the 
biggest and finest yachts afloat.

is the kaiser's cup, designed and pre- 
sented, by the emparor himself, and 
which he -always hands to the win- 
ning owner in person. It is of solid 
gold, bearing on one side a medallion 
of .Queen Victoria and on the other 
side one of the kaiser, and is open 
to yachts over fifty tons in an! ocean 
race from 
Dover 
to 
Heligoland. 


Britain has always captured the prize 
without difficulty. 


Even if we fail to get the one and 


only "America" cup and the states 
still hold our old prize tight, we have 
one of hers which she has failed to 
win back from us, and a fine trophy 
it is. This is the "Cape May" inter- 
national cup, of silver, worth £80, 
and was first offered by America in 
1872 to all nations. The first British 
yacht to challenge was Sir Richard 
Button's Genesta and she won it 
easily, the race being sailed in half a 
gale of wind. 
Genesta brought (the 


trophy back, and in 1893 America, 
being anxious to get it back, sent the 
ITavalioe over here to compete. 
The 


king's Britannia, the most successful j 
racing yacht ever built, defended thej 
cup and beat the American hands' 
down.—toiidon Daily Mail.

all, the Russian emigrant wlio desires 
to go to Siberia must seek the advice 
'of the local authorities and obtain a 
certificate of his suitability oud ca- 
pacity. 
Permits to emigrate are no 


longer eas'ily obtainable, but are fre- 
quently refused on such ground's a.i 
"insufficient means," "physical dis- 
ability" and "wanit df working power 
in the family,"' the regulations lay- 
ing it down that only "good farmers 
and taxpayers" are to- "be -granted 
permits. 
The provisionaS. permit is 


g-iven only to the head of the family 
or soms ot&er able-bodied member of 
it, "who, having token the advice of 
tha emigration officials at TclieCa- 
biiiglc as to the naturj. uinl location of 
the available lands, is sent at a nom- 
inal fare into Siberia, where he is 
free to examine all rlihe lots avail- 
able. 
If he is snccesBfu'l in finding; 


suitable land he must first have Ms 
choice approved 'at the local emigra- 
tion office, the trSe beiilg endor&ad 
upon his pioneerfs 'certificate. Aftsr- 
•ward a -filial permit to emigrate is 
given to the remaining- members of 
his family, who follow him on special 
terms as to rail-way fares.—The 
Forum.

HARRY M. WOOD MET DEATH 


IN THE FBAEFTJIi MASSACRE AT 


BALANGIGA, fiAMAH. 


PARENTS HEAR DREAD NEWS 


PROMISING YOUNG MAN HAD 


MANY S-KIENDS. 


Harry M. Wood, a Fort Wayne boy, 


was among the members of the heroic 
company C, Ninth, infantry, who lost 
their lives in the treacherous massa- 
cre by Filipinos near Bolangiga, Is- 
land of Samarj early on the morning' 
of Saturday, Sept. 28. The dispatch 
of General Chaffee giving a list of the 
killed arrived Tuesday evening and 
it brought the sad news which has 
been dreaded from the first. Through 
nearly two weeks of dreadful sus- 
pense, however, Eort Wayne friends 
of the young man had clung to the 
ihope that young Wood might have 
been one of the fortunate few who es- 
caped daath in the massacre. 
The 


shock is a tremendously severe one 
to the family of the young man and 
the most unbounded sympathy will 
go out to them. 


The young soldier was the eldest 


son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank C. Wood, 
of 47 Grace avenue, and the father is 
a salesman at the B. E. Coombs 
•wholesale hardware establishment. 
Harry Wood was very well known 
among tine younger people of the city 
and was a general favorite. Ha -was 
•born at Fair Chance, Pa., and would 
have been, twenty-two years of age on 
Saturday of this week. The family 
removed to Fort Wayne when the son 
was but two and one-half years olc?. 
and this has always been his home. 


LIKED SOLDIEB'S LIFE. 


Previous to the beginning of the 


Spanish-American 
war the young 


man -heM a position in. the Coombs 
(hardware house, but he resigned to 
enlist as a member of Captain 
Meyer's company G, One Hundred 
and Fifty-seventh Indiana regiment, 
"wien. that command left for the 
south April 26, 1S98. 
He remained 


with tlie regiment during the sum- 
mer campaign, returning to Fort 
Wayne with his company and was 
mustered out November 1, 1898. 


The following summer he de- 


termined -to enter the regular army, 
enlisting at the recruiting ofSce in 
this city, July 19, 1899, and on the 
day following left for San Francisco, 
wihere, after a few weeks, he was as- 
signed to-company C, Ninth, regi- 
ment. The Ninth left San Francisco 
September 2 for the -Philippines, ar- 
riving at Manila October 5. It^ par- 
ticipated in a number of brisk en- 
gagements upon the Island of Lnaaa 
during the eight months which fol- 
lowed, and at the outbreak of the 
bozer troubles in China in June. 
1900, was ordered to China. 


WOOD WAS IN CHINA. 


Young Wood accompanied liis regi- 


ment and participats-i in the activi- 
ties which followed the invasion of 
China by the allied forces. He was 
there for a period of eleven months, 
returning to the Philippines in June 
last. 
Wood's letters to his parents 


have been frequent and in tham he 
has told of the army operations and 
of the pleasure -he took in military 
service. 
The last letter received 


from him, dated at Manila in July, 
notes that his time of enlistment 
would expire in just one year, and he 
spoke with evident pleasure at re- 
turning to Fort "Wayne once more. 
He also forecasted the removal of 
his company to Samiir, where tha 
massacre occurred. 


Leaving Fort Wayne the young 


man carried 
a missive which he 


prized highly—a letter of introduc- 
tion from the late Hon. R. C. Bell to 
General Lawton. 
The latter, how- 


ever, was killed before the letter 
could be presented. During a portion 
of the time Wood was company clerk 
of company C and was extremely 
popular among -his army comrailcs, 
as, indeed, he was among all who 
knew 'him. 


HOT FOR REVENGE. 


Manila, 
Oct. 
9.—General 
Smith 


sailed from here today for the relief 
of the Island of Samar. 
He will 


take command of Samar an1? Leyte, 
so as to enable General Hughes to 
devote himself to the Island cf Cebu, 
where trouble is possible unices 
etrong measures are adopted. 


General Smith will be accompanied 


by a battalion of the Seventh In- 
fantry, who are anxious to avei 
the disaster to company C, of the 
Ninth infantry. 


Further accounts from Samr.r re- 


ceived here show that horrible in- 
dignities were perpetrated on the 
dead bodies.

sary bail to allow Mr. Meyer Lis lib- 
erty and give him an opportunity to 
personally adjust his affairs with Mr. 
Bernard. 


Mr. Halderman, one of the repre- 


sentatives of the Marion association, 
was inclined to follow the suit of Mr. 
Bernard, but at this writing no affi- 
davit has been, filed and it is not ex- 
pected that another will follow on 
the samft lines.

Constantinople, Oct. 10.—The sur- 


rounding movement of Turkish and 
Bulgarian troops on the mountain 
Gueltepe, on the Turko-Bulgarian 
frontier, near Bubnitza, has com- 
menced. 
The presence of Miss Stono 


and the bandits on the mountain is 
confirmed. 
The inhabitants o£ Dub- 


nitza are supplying /the outlaws with 
food. 


PLACES MISS STONE IN DANGER. 


London, Oct. 10.—Referring to the 


report that Turkish and Bulgarian 
troops are surrounding the abductors 
of Miss Stone, the Globe says that it 
considers that, unless the movement 
is suspended until she is safely out 
of the hands of the.brigands, there 
will infallibly be a repetition of the 
tragedy in Greece during the year 
1870, when Lord Muncaster and a 
party were captured. Lord Huncaster 
was released in order to negotiate for 
a ransom of £25,000. Then, as now, 
an attempt was-made to surround the 
brigands, with the result thnt four 
gentlemen, of the party were mur- 
dered. 


Lord an'd Lady ISIuncaster and 
a 


party of English travelers were seized 
by Greek brigands April 11, 1870, 
at Oropos, 
near 
Marathon. 
Lord 


Muncaster and the ladies of the party 
were- sent to treat for the £35,000 
demanded as ransom, with a frea 
pardon, for the brigands. 
The latter 


were surrounded by troops and in re- 
treating, April121, killed Mr. Vinera, 
Mr. Lloyd, Mr. Herbert and Count De 
Boyl. The incident caused great ex- 
citement, especially as many influen- 
tial persons were charged with con- 
nivance at the brigandage. 
Several 


of the brigands were killed- and seven 
were captured, tried and condemned 


.y 23 of the same year. On June 


30, 1870, five of the brigands were 
executed. 


170 NEW EACTS LEARNED. 


Washington, Oct. 10.-—A 'cablegram 


h-as been received at the state depart- 
ment from Spencer Eddy, secretary to 
the United States legation at Con- 
stantinople, concerning Miss Stone's 
cass, which, it is said, is practically 
a rap&tition of the facts stated by 
Consul General Dickinson in Ms dis- 
patch of yesterday. . The state de- 
partment officials ore still of the 
same mind ss to the danger of toe 
much publicity touching the negotia-> 
tions for Miss Stone's release, hence 
they decline to afford any informa- 
tion as to the progress they are mak- 
ing.
